Residents Warned To Stop For 
One Hour lf Fire Siren Blows 


The sprinkling ban has been lifted in Arlington Heights. This 
good news was revealed by Trustee Robert Bishop at the village 
board meeting Tuesday night. 
There is one stipulation, however, when residents hear the fire 
siren they are asked to stop sprinkling immediately and to refrain 
from sprinkling for one hour after the siren has blown. This pre­ 
caution must be taken to assure 
plenty of pressure in the tank 
in the event of a fire.

Issue Warning 
Against Use 
Of BB Guns 
Lyla Nawrot, 4, of 216 N. Hick­ 
ory st., Arlington Heights, was 
hit just below the eye with a 
stray shot from a BB gun last 
week. It was discovered when 
the little girl complained of a 
“sliver” below her eye and her 
parents took her to a doctor who 
found the BB. 
Chief of Police Carl H. Skoog 
is issuing a warning against the 
use of BB guns in Arlington 
Heights. “This accident was a 
near tragedy. Next time someone 
might lose an eye. We don’t want 
a next time.” 
Parents are warned not to let 
their children play with BB guns 
unless they are with them, and 
even then their use should be 
confined to ones own property. 


Mosquito Abatement Or 
No Mosquito Abatement 
— That Is The Question 
The village dads were in a 
quandary Tuesday night as to 
whether or not to continue the 
mosquito abatement program in 
Arlington Heights. 
Many pros and cons have been 
heard o n .the subject, but the 
village wants to know from the 
residents whether or not the 
three sprayings to date have 
made any difference in the mos­ 
quito “activity” in the village. 
At $440 a fogging the village 
does not want to waste money 
if the residents feel the mos­ 
quitoes are still plentiful in the 
village. The fogging is done 
only on north and south streets, 
and the wind carries the fog to 
the east and west areas. There 
are a few areas the truck can­ 
not reach because there are no 
accessible roads along which to 
bring the spraying equipment. 
Residents are asked to mail 
postcards, DO NOT T E L E ­ 
PHONE, to Carl Weinrich, Vil­ 
lage Clerk’s Office, 7 W. Davis, 
Arlington Heights, 
and state 
whether or not they want the 
spraying to continue. If the ma­ 
jority of the village feels the 
spraying has not been satisfac­ 
tory the village will have them 
stopped.

And Improvements 


In Westgate 


Construction has started in Arl­ 
ington Heights on the first 53 
homes in Westgate Subdivision, 
the north boundary of which is 
Euclid ave. These are the fore­ 
runners of 638 homes, planned 
by the Sullivan Construction Co., 
which has taken out the per­ 
mits. The tract extends south to 
Kirchhoff rd. and from Wilke rd. 
(race track) to Dwyer st., com­ 
prising 209 acres. 


A check for over $42,000 was 
turned , over to the village by the 
developers Tuesday morning as 
payment for the installation of 
a double sewer and water mains 
system for the area that will be 
first developed. 


Each home will be ranch type 
with three bedrroms and 95 per 
cent of them will have base­ 
ments. Each will have face brick 
on all sides with stone trim. 


Prices will range from $17,000 
to $19,000, with down payments 
of $3,400 to $4,100. Financing will 
be with federal housing admini­ 
stration i n s u r e d loans made 
through Great Lake Mortgage 
corporation, Chicago, and Oak 
Park Federal Savings and Loan 
association. 


T h e completed 
development 
will represent a total investment 
of about 15 million dollars, said 
Robert Hines, secretary of the 
Sullivan Construction company.

Postmaster Suggests 
Use of Post Office 
For Dispatch of Mail 


“Considerable dissatisfaction has 
been voiced concerning the ar­ 
ticle appearing on the front page 
of this paper June 18 requesting 
the residents to use the collec­ 
tion boxes i n s t e a d of mailing 
their letters at the post office,” 
states Postmaster Virginia Dodge. 
“The post office is new, large, 
and ample for present needs. 
Anyone realizes that letters may 
be posted in the office at a later 
time than on the street and be 
dispatched on the very next heli­ 
copter or truck.” 


The postmaster adds that dis­ 
patches are made at 8:15 a.m., 
2:30 p.m., and 5:30 p.m. They con- 
nnect with three trucks and three 
helicopters daily. Mrs. Dodge says 
she realizes the village faces a 
parking problem, but she does 
not think that is any reason for 
them to r e q u e s t through the 
medium of the Herald that the 
local residents refrain from com­ 
ing to the local post office. 
It was during a parking dis­ 
cussion at a recent village board 
meeting that an alderman sug­ 
gested the greater use of the 
collection boxes. 


The drivers of the trucks, both 
local and transport, will appreci­ 
ate the citizens permitting the 
private driveway leading to the 
rear of the post office to remain 
open at all times. Parking is 
not permitted in this driveway at 
any time, but citizens who com­ 
plain most about mail delays in­ 
sist upon parking their private 
cars in this driveway any time of 
the day. 


Law Violators 'Pay-Up 
At Traffic Court 


Monday night traffic court in 
Arlington Heights, under the di­ 
rection of Judge William Neu­ 
mann, was well filled with vio­ 
lators who came to pay their 
fines. The new stop signs erect­ 
ed at Euclid and Douglas and 
Central and Dunton had not been 
heeded by several of the viola­ 
tors, who were fined from $7 to 
$10 each.

Tuesday night that the Ray­ 
mond L. Lutgert construction 
company desires to develop a 
72^acre tract of land located 
north of Oakton and east of 
Wilke, bounded on the east by 
Yale ave. and the north by 
Thomas ave. 
A tentative plat was submitted 
to the board, which turned it 
over to the plan commission for 
study. If the subdivision is ap­ 
proved it will contain approxi­ 
mately 287 homes on lots 66 feet 
wide and 123 feet deep, and will 
probably sell from $16,500 up. 
The proposed homes will be of 
the ranch type, with no base­ 
ments.

Walter Sundblad, Route I, Box 
207, Arlington Heights, a plant 
superintendent, is a member of 
the July grand jury, which has 
13 members from Chicago and IO 
from the suburbs. It is the first 
grand jury to receive the Chi­ 
cago Crime 
Commission pam­ 
phlet outlining the powers and 
duties of the jury. 
Also it is the first county in­ 
vestigating body to be equipped 
with two new state laws, passed 
in the latest session of the state 
legislature. One is the new per­ 
jury law under which the state 
now only has to prove that a 
witness gave conflicting 
testi­ 
mony under oath on separate oc­ 
casions. Penalties are I to 14 
years if convicted. 
Previously, 
the state had to prove which 


statement was false testimony. 
The other new power is the 
right of a grand jury to grant 
immunity to witnesses. The law 
provides that a witness may not 
be prosecuted on the basis of in­ 
formation he gives in grand jury 
testimony about a crime he was 
involved in.

V ’OW and then each and every 
one of us encounters some­ 
thing that is a once-in-a-lifetime 
foliation.

But 
when she went to Europe, for the 
trip that she had been looking 
forward to for years, she bought 
a new camera just the day before 
she sailed. She took almost 200 
pictures but when she sent the 
film in for processing, all she got 
back was a series of blanks! There 
was something about the opera­ 


tion of the shutter on the new 
camera that she didn’t under­ 
stand! 
I always advise my friends to 
try out a new camera before they 
take it on a trip, or .use it for any 
of the once-in^a-lifetime picture 
taking occasions. 
While telling of such experi­ 
ences, Til pass along a story told 
me by a friend who visited Wash­ 
ington in cherry blossom time. He 
reported seeing a man who was 
going to considerable trouble to 
make some really good pictures 
of his young son in front of the 
Lincoln Memorial. He even had 
the camera on a tripod. Just as he 
snapped the last picture, the little 
boy piped up with, “Daddy, you 
forgot to take that tin thing off 
the front of the camera.” Sure 
enough, there was a lens cap, 
guaranteeing that no light reached 
the film. 
I could.tell you many more such 
stories. And probably some of you 
could tell me some. But they all 
add up to the fact that it pays to 
be careful, especially when you 
won’t have another opportunity

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Now that the Sixty - eighth 
General Assembly has adjour­ 
ned, the s p o t l i g h t is focused 
squarely on Governor Stratton 
who alone will determine by use 
of his veto power whether bills 
passed by the general assembly 
will become law. 
Only by the free use of his 
veto power and the tightest pos­ 
sible hold over state spending 
during the next two years can 
Governor Stratton prevent a fi­ 
nancial crisis in the state govern­ 
ment. Even if a financial crisis 
can be averted, it appears to be 
a certainty that the number one 
“must pass” bill of the state 
administration at the 1955 gener­ 
al assembly will be for a new 
or increased state tax—probably 
at least a 3c “sales tax.” 
The recent general assembly 
appropriated a total of over one 
billion five hundred ninety-one 
million dollars—an all-time high 
— of w h i c h $722,758,802 was 
against the general fund. It is 
into the general fund that col­ 
lections are paid from the re- 
t a i l e r s ’ occupation tax (sales 
tax), liquor taxes, two-thirds of 
the cigarette tax, and various 
other state taxes with the major 
exceptions of the motor fuel and 
motor vehicle license taxes. It is 
out of the General Fund that 
most State operations are paid, 
with the major exceptions of high­ 
way construction and mainten­ 
ance. It is the condition of the 
General Fund, therefore, which si 
of major importance to the peo­ 
ple of the State. 
W h i l e the general assembly 
appropriated o v e r 722 million 
dollars to be paid out of the 
general fund, a liberal estimate 
of general fund money that will 
be available for spending during 
the two years ending June 30, 
1955, appears to be around 700 
million dollars. 
* 
* * 
THE MUCH-MALIGNED con­ 
stitution of the state of Illinois 
will not permit the sta't to go 
into the red more than $250,000 
without referendum consent of 
the people. There are only three 
possible alternatives to this fi­ 
nancial dilemma confronting the 
Governor: 
(1) An increase in r e v e n u e 
from existing taxes so that the 
cash available for spending from 
the general fund during the next 
two years will run in excess of 
the estimated 700 million dol­ 
lars. This is p o s s i b l e but not 
probable. The r e c e n t supreme 
court decision r u l i n g out the 
“sales tax” on services apparent­ 
ly closes the door on that source 
of added revenue. The only oth­ 
er major source would be from 
a further increase in consumer 
spending. 
(2) Veto of all possible ap­ 
propriation items that can be 
vetoed, plus rigid financial man­ 
agement to hold a c t u a l state 
spending within funds actually 
available. Appropriations consti­ 
tute a ceiling Only. More than 
the amount appropriated for a 
purpose cannot be spent, but all 
of the amount appropriated does 
not have to be spent. 
(3) A special session late in 
1954, or fluick passage of an 
emergency bill in early 1955, im­ 
posing new or increased state 
taxes to provide the revenue for 
state operations through June 30, 
1955. 
• * * 
THE STATE'S fiscal problem 
is further complicated by the 
fact that, despite the enormous 
sum appropriated a g a i n s t the 
general fund of over 722 million 
dollars, some state agencies may 
not in fact be able to live with­ 
in the amount appropriated to 
them. It is probable, for exam­ 
ple, that the appropriation to the 
department of p u b l i c welfare 
may prove to be inadequate by 
millions of dollars to maintain 
even present service levels. If 
there is even a slight down-tum 
in business, the Illinois public 
aid commission may be hard put 
to live within its appropriation. 
There may have to be deficiency 
appropriations to e n a b l e such 
agencies to continue to operate 
during the last several months 
of the two year period. But there 
can’t be a deficiency apprODria- 
tion under the constitution if the 
money isn’t in sight to cover the 
cost. 


Veterans Must Wear 
Uniforms Correctly 


The Illinois veterans commis­ 
sion issued a ‘warning to vete­ 
rans that the unauthorized use 
of uniforms or insignia can mean 
a fine or jail sentence to offen­ 
ders. 
The IVC announcement said 
veterans legally can wear uni­ 
forms on ceremonial occasions 
such as parades and meetings of 
military personnel and en route 
to these occasions providing the 
travel involved occurs on the 
same day. 
Veterans are prohibited from 
wearing uniforms for civilian use 
unless buttons and military in­ 
signia are removed. 
The announcement emphasized 
it is a federal offense to wear 
an unearned military decoration 
as well as some “phony” decora­ 
tions such as the NATO service 
ribbon, the combat a r t i l l e r y 
badge or the Korea fourragere. 
Violations of t h e s e prohibi­ 
tions can bring a fine of $250.00, 
six months in jail, or both to 
the offenders.

ACCUSTOM YOUR dog to car 
travel by easy stages. If he is 
not used to riding in the car 
take him for a short ride first. 
Increase the length of his out­ 
ings gradually. Too long a trip 
all at once may overtax the dog. 
If your dog has not travelled 
before or if he tends to get car 
sick, don’t feed him before tra­ 
veling. Dogs can be fasted with­ 
out harm for 24 hours, although 
they always require water fre­ 
quently. Even a dog prone to 
car-sickness will usually be all 
right if not fed before traveling. 
If unsure of your dog, consult 
your vet for dog sedatives or 


car-sickness pills which will keep 
him safe while traveling.

WHEN PARKING the car with

Lawrence ave. T h e s e returns 
were filed in March of this year

come for 1952 and are incom­ 
plete or incorrect. Investigation 
is required to obtain additional 
or corrected information so that 
the' amounts reported may be 
properly credited to the taxpay­ 
ers. 
* * * 
T H E MISTAKES most com­ 
monly made are: 
1. Omission of the Social Sec­ 
urity account number, or the 
use of an incorrect number. 
2. Giving the name of the busi­ 
ness enterprise and not the 
^elf - employed 
individual’s 
name. 
3. Inclusion of income which is 
not covered by the Social Sec­ 
urity law. 
4. Omission of information as to 
the nature of the business. 
5. Failure to d e d u c t expenses 
from business profits in arriv­ 
ing at net earnings from self- 
* employment. 
• * * 
SELF - EMPLOYED people are 
required to have individual so­ 
cial security account cards just 
the same as other workers. Un­ 
like employees, however, th e 
self-employed p e r s o n files his 
own return yearly when he makes 
out his Federal income tax re­ 


turn. A special form, Schedule 
C-a, is supplied by the director 
of internal revenue. 
“In completing Schedule C-a 
some self-employed persons have 
given the name of their business 
enterprise and not their own. 
name; others give more than one 
name. In the case of a husband 
and wife filing a joint return, we 
sometimes find that both names 
are included on Schedule C-a,” 
Mr. Berman, stated. “If each of 
the parties has self-employment 
income in his own right, sepa­ 
rate Schedules C-a should be 
prepared,” he said. 
* 
* 
* 
INCOME MOST commonly re­ 
ported which does not come un­ 
der social security is rentals from 
real estate, or income from stocks 
and bonds. Such income should 
be reported only when it is re­ 
ceived in the coulee of business 
as a real estate dealer or a dealer 
in securities. Income from the 
operation of a farm, or from the 
practice of certain excluded pro­ 
fessions such as law or medicine, 
should not be reported. 
Entries such as “self-employ­ 
ed,” “partnership,” or “owner” 
are not sufficiently descriptive 
to show whether the income re­ 
ported is covered by the law. A 
description of the general classi­ 
fication of the business such as 
“wholesade food,” “retail appar­ 
el,” or “metal manufacturing” 
should be given. 
* 
* 
* 
DEDUCTIONS FOR expensess 
such as rent on business property 
or equipment, depreciation o n 
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equipment, salaries and wages 
paid to employees are the ones 
most commonly overlooked. Such 
deductions must be made in ar­ 
riving at the figure sl>own us as 
net earnings from self-employ­ 
ment. “On the other hand,” Mr. 
Berman said, “ s o me taxpayers 
are e r r o n e o u s l y understat­ 
ing their self - employment in­ 
come. One fairly common error is 
deducting from net earnings the 
‘salary’ drawn by the self-em­ 
ployed person from his own busi­ 
ness.” 
Letters requesting missing or 
corrected information are being

self-employed. 
Prompt response will enable the 
Social Security Administration to 
complete action on individual ac­ 
counts. Mr. Berman states that 
his staff will be glad to assist 
anyone who has questions cover­ 
ing self-employment.

'Polio Season is Here/

Polio cases in C h i c a g o and 
Cook county have shown a mark­ 
ed increase over last year for 
the first six months, city and 
county health department offi­ 
cials reported Wednesday. 
Dr. John Hall, head of the 
Cook county health deaprtment, 
said 28 cases have been reported 
this year—12 of the cases occur­ 
ring in June.

Dr. Hall said there was a gen­ 
eral i n c r e a s e in polio cases 
throughout the United States so 
far this year but he added that 
this did not necessarily mean 
that more cases would occur this 
year than in previous years.

Completes 30 Years 
With Edison Company 


Commonwealth Edison compa­ 
ny has asked for the first gen­ 
eral rate increase in Its 66-year 
history, In the case of the aver­ 
age residential electric customer 
or Eitison and Its Public Service 
company division (who uses 161 
kilowatihours a month), it would 
a m o u n t to approximately SO 
cents a month. 
The company filed new rate 
schedules with the Illinois com 
metre commission f i x i n g in­ 
creases approximating $16,450,000 
annually for its 1,725,000 electric 
customers in Chicago and north­ 
ern Illinois. The schedules also 
provide increases amounting to 
$2,000,000 for the 435,000 gas 
customers outside Chicago served 
by Public Service. The amounts 
are based on operations for the 
twelve months ended April 30, 
1953. 
THE ELECTRIC and gas rate 
increases would each a v e r a g e 
about 6 ^ per cent. 
Against its 66-year history of 
no general rate increases, Edi­ 
son has had 26 electric rate re­ 
ductions. Public Service had two 
increases resulting from the in­ 
flation of World War I as against 
37 electric rate reductions and 
important gas rate reduction dur- 
its 42-year corporate history. 
Willis Gale, chairman, said rev­ 
enue increases are necessary to 
offset higher costs and preserve 
the company’s credit. This is 
vital as the company must raise 
$280,000,000 of new capital in the 
next four years, he added. Edi­ 
son is spending $500,000,000 on 
n ew construction f r o m 1953 
through 1956 to meet the grow­ 
ing needs of the area.

NEW SCHEDULES p r o p o s e 
that a fuel adjustment clause, 
as now applies only to large 
electric customers, be extended 
to all kilowatt hours sold. The 
new fuel clause provides that the 
cost of electricity to all consum­ 
ers shall increase or decrease 
as the cost of fuel fluctuates. 
It is expected that the Herscher 
Dome p r o j e c t for the under­ 
ground storage of gas will re­ 
sult in a sharply reduced amount 
of gas being available for boiler 
fuel. If no gas had been avail­ 
able in the twelve months end­ 
ed April 30. 1953, the amount 
of the electric rate increases, as 
stated above, would have been 
$3,000,000 greater.

Korean Truce 


Won't Affect 


Farm Prices 
Effects of a Korean truce on 
agriculture and the general econ­ 
omy will depend on how govern­ 
ment, corporations and 
indivi­ 
duals react. 
L. H. Simerl, extension agri­ 
cultural economist at the uni­ 
versity of Illinois, doubts that 
the government will change much 
from its aims of maintaining na­ 
tional security and economic sta­ 
bility and development. 
Even if the government want­ 
ed to change its spending poli­ 
cies q u i c k l y , it couldn’t, the 
economist s a ys . Appropriations 
made in former years will still 
be spent. 
• • * 
ACTUALLY government policy 
has had little to do with the 
boom s i n c e 1950, he believes. 
This boom has been caused more 
by corporations increasing their 
debt to pile up large inventories 
in anticipation of scarcities and 
to buy new plants and equip­ 
ment, and by family spending 
for new housing. 
After a truce, individuals and 
corporations may act Just the 
opposite to reduce spending and 
their debt. This would be defla­ 
tionary. For the last few years, 
government money policy has been 
anti - deflationary, Simerl points 
out. but that could change quick­ 
ly if deflation becomes a prob­ 
lem. 
• * * 
FISCAL AND monetary poli­ 
cies are more effective in off­ 
setting inflation than in offset­ 
ting deflation. They are seldom 
as good to stimulate economic 
activity as they are to slow it 
down. Reduction of taxes would 
help to stimulate economic ac­ 
tivity, and a truce in Korea may 
strengthen the case in Congress 
for lower taxes. 
Drouth or insects this year could 
cut production enough to offset 
lower demand and could be more 
important than government poli­ 
cies in influencing prices. 


Virus Hay Cause 
Red Leaf in Oats 
Red or orange leaves In your 
oats may be due to a virus 
disease carried by aphids. 
Benjamin Koehler, crop path­ 
ologist at the University of Illi­ 
nois, says that several counties in 
Illinois report the malady show­ 
ing up in oat fields this summer. 
Red leaf begins with the low­ 
er leaves of the plant. In severe 
cases only the stem and head 
may r e m a i n green when the 
grain is in the milk stage. Loss­ 
es as high as 50 per cent have 
been r e p o r t e d at this stage, 
Koehler says. 
Red leaf may also be spotty 
in your fields. It may occur only 
in a few spots, or it may involve 
a whole field. 
The best way to control red 
leaf in oats is probably to devel­ 
op varieties that are resistant to 
the disease, the pathologist says. 
All present varieties are sus­ 
ceptible to some extent.

Announce New Tractor

The average Illinois farmer is 
a little over 48.3 years of age and 
has operated the same farm for 
13 years, according to a report 
of the 1950 census of agriculture 
just received by supervisor Day­ 
ton P. Jorgenson of the census 
bureau’s district office at Chi­ 
cago, Illinois. 
The report is a preprint of 
the General Report, 1950 Census 
of Agriculture, Volume II, Chap­ 
ter 2, and presents data on age. 
residence, years on farm, work 
off the farm and other income 
of farm operators. The preprint 
is available from the superinten­ 
dent of documents, government 
printing office, for $1 per copy 
Illinois farm o w n e r s , on an 
average, are 14.2 years older than 
farm tenants, according to the 
census report which states the 
average age of farm owners as 
54.6 years and the average of 
farm t e n a n t s as 40.4 years. 


Among farm operators reporting 
on number of years of residence 
on the same farm, owners aver­ 
aged 17 years and tenants aver­ 
aged 8 years. 
Almost two out of five Illinois 
farmers derived i n c o m e from 
j work off the farm, according to 
the census bureau. Of 195,212 farm 
operators enumerated in the 1950 
census, 64,725 reported work off 
the farm in 1949 and 52.3 per 


cent of these had worked IOO 
days or more off the farm.

A Good Buy For Housewives 


Beef will continue to be a good 
buy for housewives for the next 
two or three years according to 
National Live Stock Producer, 
America’s leading live stock mag­ 
azine, which discusses the five 
major habits of beef cattle prices 
in the July issue. 
In brief, here are,the five maj­ 
or beef cattle price habits as 
determined by an analysis of rec­ 
ords since 1870. 
Beef cattle prices reach a high 
point every 14 to 16 years, and 
low points at similar intervals— 
about midway between the high 
points. This swing from high to 
low and back again is known as 
the cattle price cycle. 
CATTLE PRICES tend to de­ 
cline about half from their high 
to low points. Average dollar 
value of cattle at the four peaks 
1885, 1889, and 1915 and 1929 was 
$30.17 per head. Average at the 
four low points in 1891, 1905, 
1925 and 1934 was $16.04 or 
47% l e s s . Average purchasing 
power declined from 135 to 68 or 
50% during these periods.

The next time you buy motor 
oil you may notice that it is now 
classified by the type of engine 
with which it is to be used. 
It’s also classed by the kind 
of service the engine will give 
and the kind of fuel to be used, 
says Ray I. Shawl, agricultural 
engineer at the Illinois college of 
agriculture. 
These new classes are flexible 
and will allow manufacturers to 
change their oils to suit new en­ 
gine changes in the future. This 
flexible standard of oils has been 
approved by the American Pe­ 
troleum Institute. 
O O * 
AS AN EXAMPLE of the new 
way of naming motor oils, that 
to be used with gasoline, LP-gas 
or other spark ignition engines 
will be classified as ML, MM or 
MX, depending on 
the 
service 
conditions for its use. For diesel 
engines, oils will 
be 
classified 
DG or DS, depending on service. 
The old motor oil names of 
regular, premium or heavy duty 
no longer apply. 
Shawl 
says. 
Body of oils will still be classi­ 
fied bv the SAE numbers, 5W, 
10W, 20 20W, 30, 40 and 50. 
Gasoline engines today develop 
about three times as much pow­ 
er as they did 30 years ago, the 
agricultural engineer points out. 
High compression, 
high 
speeds 
and high operating temperatures 
of today’s engines have put high­ 
er requirements on the perform­ 
ance of oils.

MOTOR OILS

chemical compounds that combat 
cold, corrosion, engine deposits,

reports. 
The U. S. Bureau of Standards

On the 
other hand, some were found to 
be corrosive to hard metal bear­ 
ings. 
High-quality motor oil doesnt 
insure good oil performance 
if 
operator abuses his engine, Shawl 
says. Overloading, overspeeding, 
lack of air cleaner care, clogged 
radiators, poor ignition and crank 
case ventilation and 
too 
lean 
fuel mixtures can 
cause 
more 
operating troubles than a good 
motor oil can overcome.______

Many On Farm 


Training Okays 


Are Delayed 


Illinois veterans who have ap- 
p l i e d for institutional on the 
farm training under the Korean 
GI Bill were warned their ap­ 
plications are being delayed by 
the veterans administration. 
Chicago regional office man­ 
ager Robert D. Beer said the de­ 
lays are developing becauae ap­ 
plicants are not submitting the 
proper type of evidence regard­ 
ing leases on the farms they in­ 
tend to operate as part of their 
training program. ^ 


VA REGULATIONS state the 
veteran must submit a written 
lease or certified photostatic cop­ 
ies as evidence they are in con­ 
trol of the farm. The lease must 
have an accurate legal descrip­ 
tion of the farm and contain a 
provision whereby the landlord 
divests himself of possession of 
the property when ifs turned 
over to the veteran for training. 
In addition, the l e a s e should 
have both a start and ending 
date covering the period of time 
the veteran will be in posses­ 
sion. 
L e a s e s may be on regular 
printed forms usually obtained 
from banks, real estate agencies 
Or attorneys. The university of 
Illinois college of agriculture al­ 
so supplies an acceptable form of 
farm lease. 
* * * 
MANY VETERANS, who have 
made application for farm train­ 
ing, indicate they have had sev­ 
eral years of farming experience 
but do not state the nature of 
the experience. This was also 
cited as a delaying factor. 
In such cases it may be nec­ 
essary for the veterans admini­ 
stration to request more detailed 
information on th e veteran’s 
prior experience in order to de­ 
termine if he has been a success­ 
ful farm operator in the past. 
VA regulations state applica­ 
tions will not be approved if the 
v e t e r a n is now successfully 
operating or, in the reasonable 
past, has conducted a successful 
farming operation similar to that 
for which the course he’s apply­ 
ing for will qualitfy him.

Get More Feed from 
Your Own Pastures 


Could you use twice as much 
feed from your permanent pas­ 
tures? 
Ernest D. Walker says t h a t 
you can get it by tearing up the 
sod, treating the soil and reseed­ 
ing to a good grass-legume mix­ 
ture. 
The soil conservation specia­ 
list at the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture suggests 
the place to start your pasture 
renovation program is with a 
soil test of the field. Then you’ll 
know how much limestone, pot­ 
ash and phosphate you’ll need 
to put on. 
If your field needs lime, keep 
it in the surface soil. It’s a good 
idea to plow first and then put 
on the lime. 
On sloping pastures plowing 
or renovating should be done on 
the contour. If your field is too 
steep to plow, spread the lime 
on the surface and then work it 
in with a disc or field cultiva­ 
tor. 
Apply phosphate and potash as 
needed at the time of seeding,

Keep Insects Out 


Of Stored Grain 


Get the best price you can for 
your stored grain by keeping in­ 
sects from eating up the profits 
after you have binned it 
H. P. Petty, extension ento­ 
mologist et the Illinois college 
of agriculture, says you won’t 
get much weevil damage in the 
field. Most of it occurs during 
storage. 
Pockets of old grain from last 
year's harvest in your combine 
are the first source of insect con­ 
tamination. It’s a good idea to 
save the first few bushels run 
through the combine for live­ 
stock feed and not mix it with 
grain for storage. 
• * • 
CRACKS IN the beds of trucks 
or wagons may also be sources 
of insect contamination. For ef­ 
fective control, spray the beds 
with 2 pounds of 50% wettable 
methoxychlor powder in 5 gal­ 
lons of water to the point of 
run-off. 
Before you store your grain, 
clean up around the bin, sweep 
it out and bum all refuse. Then 
spray the bin with the sarr.e 
mixture as is recommended for 
the wagon beds. At present you 
can use wettable DDT powder 
bin sprays instead of methoxy­ 
chlor if you wish. 
. • • * 
IF YOU PLAN to store wheat 
for a month or more, fumigate 
with a grain fumigant within 
three weeks after binning. Use 
between 4 and 8 gallons of fumi­ 
gant for each 1,000 bushels of 
grain. Use higher amounts of 
fumigant on small amounts of 
grain in a bin, on the less air­ 
tight bins and when grain tem­ 
peratures are extremely high. 
Or you can avoid rehandling 
the grain if you treat your stored 
wheat with one of the activated 
pyrethrin protectants at the time 
you put It into the bin. Ada 
pyrethrin protectant to the wheat 
either as it comes from the com­ 
bine into the wagon or as it 
streams into the bin.

Germans and Russians are like 
two roosters in a cage. 
I n o t i c e German biycles by 
hundreds going back and forth 
to work in East or to work in 
W e s t t h r o u g h Brandenberg 
Gates. 
American MP’s stopped our 
armored car and asked the Ger­ 
mans what they were doing with 
an American. They could hardly 
believe they were acting as my 
host. These Germans were won­ 
derful to me, very pro-Ameri­ 
can, and it was hard to realize 
we were their bitter enemies 
eight years ago.

NURSE CROWLEY urged mothers w h o s e 
babies are suffering from prickly heat to dust 
them lightly with corn starch after the bath. I 
know myself that this is an effective remedy, since 
I used it on Megan at one time. However, I had 
to rinse her diapers several times to be sure to get 
out the excess starch that came off in them. 


Now, as for keeping baby’s room comfortable, 
Miss Crowley suggested keeping the blinds pulled 
down and also having a fan in it. Unless you have 
other small children, the best place for die fan is 
King on the floor, so that the blades face the ceil­ 
ing and circulate the air upward. 


If this is impossible, then the next best place 
is on a high table or chest, faced so that it 
blows in the opposite direction from the baby, 
of course. 


If the baby is still not relieved, you can set up 
a dandy little air conditioner by packing a dish 
pan full of ice cubes, covering it with burlap or 
newspaper, then letting the fan blow over it. If 
this final attempt to cool baby off fails, then I 
suggest you remove ice cubes from dish pan, put 
them into a glass, mix self tall, refreshing drink, 
sit down in front of fan, and rock baby to sleep.

doubts 
prompted me to investigate the 
historical activities of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. From the informa­ 
tion I could gamer I discovered 
that the Legion had initiated and 
carried through numerous highly 
creditable s o c i a l programs for 
American veterans and t h e i r 
families and stood staunchly be­ 
hind everything that was pa­ 
triotically American. 
If then, I asked myself, the Le­ 
gion’s credq^ is social betterment 
for American vets and the de­ 
fense of the American way of 
life, why were they squander­ 
ing a thousand dollars on several 
bangs and a few sparks of light?

AFTER PONDERING this self­ 
posed problem I was able to 
formulate (what I believe to be) 
three possible reasons for the Le­ 
gion’s traditional 4th of July fire­ 
works extravaganza: I) To en­ 
tertain the restless crowds that 
mill around the carnival grounds 
on every sweltering 4th of July 
evening; 2) To remind the masses 
that there is such an organization 
as the American Legion; and 3) 
To recall the days of Paul Re­ 
vere when a handful of ragged 
farmers sent The Ruler of the 
Waves limping back across the 
Atlantic dragging her tea tax be­ 
hind her. 
The first r e a s o n I am sure 
would divide the American pop­ 
ulace into various s c h o o l s of 
thought based upon age, sex and 
intelligence. My personal reac­ 
tion is to wonder why such a 
progressive people should insist 
upon this particular annual self­ 
inflicted torture.

Would it not be better to 
refreshen the American m i n d 
with the comforting ideals of 
peace rather than the heinous 
methods of war?

without being arrested—it was a 
few hundred feet. 
I left Chicago by air for the 
coronation in London, then went 
to Stockholm and later Frank­ 
furt, Germany. 
Two weeks ago I flew through 
Berlin Air Corridor from Frank­ 
furt to Berlin. We saw no Migs 
in the corridor, but we w e r e 
required to wear our safety belts 
which was an indication of tense­ 
ness. We landed at Temple of 
Aerodrome in Berlin, one of the 
most modern aerodromes in the 
world. It was the landing spot 
for the Berlin airlift corps which 
carried coal and supplies. 
My first observation was, and 
is, 
tremendous 
destruction o f 
Berlin. There is less rebuilt than 
in other parts of Germany. Rail­ 
way station roofs have not been 
replaced. The people look poor, 
beggars are in the streets, and 
housing is scarce. 
On the second day in Berlin, 
I boarded a train, expecting to 
et off before we reached the 
ussian zone. I can speak a lit­ 
tle German, so I got suddenly 
brave. Before I knew it, I had 
almost slid into the Red zone. 
I left the train near the Rus­ 
sian border where I conversed 
with German police, who were in 
large 
n u m b e r s 
around 
this 
wrecked railway station. Actual­ 
ly they are members of the Ger­ 
man Army. 
Little did I realize in a few 
days the tenseness that would be 
in West Berlin’s free world out­ 
post. After talking to them for 
15 minutes, four German fron­ 
tier police showed their hospi­ 
tality by taking me in an armor­ 
ed car on a tour of the British 
and American zone of Berlin. 
What a deal! 


One block inside the west, 
from Brandenberg G a t e s , is 
American-Russian victory monu­ 
ment for World War II. Rus­ 
sians guard it now. “He will 
break your camera if you get 
too close,” German police said. 
The guard had a mean looking 
automatic rifle. 
It was the 
lull before 
the 
storm. Russians were easing all 
restrictions—no more cards to 
fill out for those going to the 
West. That was June 12 when I 
was still in Berlin. I left Ber­ 
lin and was one of the last 
American civilians to fly through 
the air corridor. It is closed now, 
and 
o n l y 
American - British - 
F r e n c h military traffic — you 
know the r e s t — the uprising 
Thursday. 
The great uprising last Thurs­ 
day, reports Paris newspapers, 
reveals super plan by indepen­ 
dent east German underground. 
They push the east German pris­ 
oners west through Brandenberg 
Gates. 
Soviets staged a fake 10,000 
man demonstration t r y i n g to 
prove to residents of east Ger­ 
many they were not being op­ 
pressed. Then it happened—100,- 
000 Germans in two hours were 
going mad in streets, one block 
east of Brandenberg Gates, where 
everything was at peace when I 
was there a few days earlier. 
In Paris Sunday morning, I 
saw several thousand French­ 
men, mostly Reds, rally in front 
of American Embassy here at 
La-Pe-Concord—two blocks from 
this hotel demanding release of 
Rosenbergs. One killed, 400 jail­ 
ed, it was not a small show. 
Thousands of French gendarmes 
were on hand.

Q. It is possible to paint fad­ 
ed awnings, 
A. Ordinary house paint heav­ 
ily thinned with turpentine is 
usually satisfactory. One part of 
turpentine to four parts of paint 
is about the correct proportion 
for thinning. Brush

well into the fabric. 
Q. How can mildew be re­ 
moved, 
A. Soap and water will take 
off fresh mildew. Try soaking 
the cloth in a weak solution of 
ammonia and then exposing it 
to direct sunlight for several 
hours. 
Q. I have 
been 
told 
that 
climbing on a roof to look for 
leaks is a bad idea. Is that true 
A, Yes. Walking on an old 
roof to look for leaks often re­ 
sults in starting them. A better 
way to inspect a roof is to ex­ 
amine the underside of the roof 
deck after a rain, searching for 
wet spots or discoloration. If you 
find leaks in an old weathered 
roof, it’s an indication that re­ 
roofing is needed. Patching an 
old roof is almost always futile. 
In reroofing, 
asphalt 
shingles 
generally are applied on top of 
the old material. This saves the 
expense of tearing of the worn 
roofing and its insulation value 
is retained.

Soft blending colors will tend 
to hide them. 
“2. Think of color as an emo­ 
tional medium. 
Color can at­ 
tract or repel. 
Red is exciting 
. , . blue is cooling . . . green 
is restful . . . yellow is stimu­ 
lating. 
If a house is reserved 
and formal, keep color areas 
largely 
unbroken 
by 
using 
blending tones. 
To make a 
house gay and lively, turn to 
ward yellows or reds for accent.

"3. THINK OF COLOR as an 
integrating medium. 
The color

The area of a gambrel roof, 
despite its seemingly complicated 
shape, is just as easy to meas­ 
ure as the area of a simple 
gable roof. 


The way to do it is first to 
measure in feet the distances in­ 
dicated by A, B. C, and D on 
the sketch. Add these and multi­ 
ply by the length of the eaves, 
indicated by E. This gives the to- 
ial area in square feet. 
To order asphalt roofing, the 
kind of m a t e r i a l customarily 
used, divide the n u m b e r of 
square feet by IOO. This give! 
the n u m b e r of “squares” — a 
square equaling the amount of 
roofing n e e d e d to cover IOO 
square feet of area. Add an extra 
per cent to allow for waste 
and cutting. The result is the 
amount of material that should 
be ordered. In planning a re­ 
roofing job, remember that as­ 
phalt shingles usually can be 
a p p l i e d without removing the 
old material.
